DEBRIS. 


Continued Inquiry of tbe 
Francisco Committee. 
San 


(Bv telegraph from the Rkcokd-Usios*» Special 
Reporter. ] 


Marysville, October 19th.—The Debris 
Investigation Committee from San Francisco, 
and accompanying party, headed by Mayor 
Stone, of this city, started at 7 o’clock this 
morning in carriages for a trip down the east 
side of the Feather and up the Bear river. 
THE YUBA RIVER. 
Ia starling out from Marysville the Yuba 
river bridge was crossed at the foot of D 
street. Here it was stated to the committee 
that the river, which was formerly of suffi­ 
cient depth so that large steamers and schoon­ 
ers floated at all times of the year, had now 
been filled up with the detritus to a hight of 
twenty-five feet from its original bed; that 
not 
even .the smallest 
vessels can 
now 
enter 
the 
Yuba, 
but 
euch 
as can come up the Feather have 
to discharge their cargoes for Marysville and 
receive freight on the Yuba City side of the 
Feather river. The river bed at tho D-street 
bridge was also Bhowu to be two feet above 
the level of the streets in Marysville, from 
which the city is protected by a fifteen-foot 
levee. Immediately across the bridge, on the 
south side, was described the location of the 
former Low ranch, one of great value, and 
now under sand for 10 to 15 feet in depth, 
and covered with a heavy quantity of under 
growth, which has become of sufficient size 
to be cut for firewood. An embankment 12 
feet high, and 20 to 25 feat above the original 
surface, extends from -the bridge across this 
ranch for a road. The city has cut a 
ditch several hundred feet wide across 
this and the adjoining ranch, for the 
water to run through at tho next high water, 
with hopes that it will cut across from above 
the city to a point one and a half miles below, 
thus giving a new aud shorter channel, and 
turn the river away from the city. The 
Hedges ranch, adjoining, was de.icriftfd as 
400 acres, upon which four crops of alfalfa 
was cut each year, which was its condition 
two years ago, and now there is oaly a small 
patch of it which has not been destroyed. 
The State Drainage Commission last fall con­ 
structed a fine levee on this side of the river 
from nearly opposite Marysville down the 
east side of the Feather river, a distance of 
five and a half miies. 
OTHER RUINED RANCHES. 
The party proceeded down the old Sacra­ 
mento and Marysville road as far as the 
Miller Bros.’ rsuch, formerly known as the 
celebrated F! Dorado orchards. The present 
owners stated that they paid §21,000 for this 
ranch of 450 acres only a few years ago, and 
615.000 has since been expended in a fine 
large residence, extensive orchards, etc. 
This ranch was considered above the water’s 
reach, and until two or three years pa3t had 
no levees. There was 125 acres of fuli- 
bearicg orchards upon it, aud the remainder 
was fine alfalfa land. Last winter the water 
swept over it. Tbe river changed its course, 
cutting off and carrying away about 50 acres 
of alfalfa next to the river, and a building. 
A large portion of the land is covered badly 
with white c-and, ia soma places Eeveral feet 
deep. A place of pure slickens was examined 
near the river, where cracks from its drying 
were measured, which were four inches wide 
at the surface and twenty-eight inches deep. 
The committee remained here for eome time, 
and remarked that this was by far the worst 
Beene of destruction that had been witnessed. 
It was also arranged to have a large block of 
the slickens sent to the committee at San 
Francisco. 
From here the party drove upon the next 
ranch below, formerly owned by IV. S. Me- 
siek, of Sacramento. 
It has 2,000 acies. 
“ Here,” said a gentleman to the committee, 
“ is where two years since were alfalfa fields 
and fine grain lands, which have raised from 
80 to ICO bushels of barley per acre, aud now 
1.000 acres of this land is covered and made 
into a desert of white sand from eighteen 
inches to bíx feet deep, and is ruined fortver.” 
At one place, a quarter of a mile from the 
river, small smooth worn stones, some of 
which would weigh ever a pound, and lying 
on top of three feet of the white sand deposit, 
were picked up by the committee and were 
regarded with interest, as showing the ve­ 
locity and capacity of th8 river to csrry the 
larger substances far down the stream. 
The next place was owned by M. V. Lozier. 
“ ThebuildicgfV’said \VTn.Miller, “were upon 
high grounds, but a six-foot levee was thrown 
up around them, and last winter, during the 
high water, I came down here from our place 
in a boat. When I got here the water was 
four or five feet deep over the lower floor of 
the house, and I rowed into the front door, 
tied iny boat to the stair rail in the hall, and 
landed about half way up the stairs.” 
Nine miles below Marysville the Plumes 
ranch was reached, which contains 4,160 
acres, and lies at the junction cf the Bear 
and Feather rivers. The committee were in­ 
formed that this was ona of the most noted 
?rain farms on the west side of the Feather, 
’hat ten or twelve years ago, at the death 
of Jerry Parsons, a former owner, it was ap­ 
praised at §75,000; that there was raised upon 
it one year 14,000 bushels of wheat and 5 000 
bushels of barley, and the wheat was sold at 
62 25 per cental. The river having com­ 
menced to overflow from filling up, it was 
sold three years ago for §24,000, and was pur­ 
chased last June by Samuel Harding for 
66,000. The house and buildings, stand­ 
ing on high ground away from the river, are 
inclosed in a levee surrounding four acres of 
ground. This levee was overtopped last 
winter, and water-marks six feet three inches 
high on the residence above the mound upon 
which it was built were measured by ono of 
the committee. The owner pointed to an 
upper window, ten feet above the ground, 
through which he drove a pig from his boat 
last Epring to the upper floor of a barn, to 
rescue it from the flood. One of tlia Miller 
brothers said: “ We occupied this.ranch 
three years, and never saw any trace cf alkali 
upon it; but you now see it Bkowa in tome 
places, and upon our ranch above it has aLo 
shown this year for Ihe first time.” 
ALONG BEAR RIVER. 
The Bear river was now crossed, and im­ 
mediately upon the other side Congressman 
Berry’s ranch was pointed out, and was 
stated to have been several feet under 
water last winter. Following up the sonth 
side of the Bear river, attention was called to 
an old graveyaid which was located on the 
riverside of the line, an! a halt was made. 
“ That marble monument there,” said a gen­ 
tleman, “ with only a little piece of the top 
sticking out of the sand, is where a brother 
of mine was buried. He was first interred 
in the cemetery at Nicolaus, and as the 
ground became wet there from the filling up 
of the Feather river, I had the remains re 
moved here, as this was on a high bench of 
land, and, as was thoucht,above any possibility 
of water reaching it.” The graveyard is now 
covered several feet in sand, and there is but 
one or two other graves that can be located. 
At these the top of the marble headstones 
can be seen, and the words “ Sacred to 
the Memory” can be read and the balance of 
the inscriptions are now buried beneath the 
sand. -This hidden city of the dead was lo­ 
cated apon the Crabtree ranch, which was 
stated to have been worth at one time $20,­ 
000, but has long since been deeply covered 
over by the Bear river debris. 
THE KEYES RANCH 
A little higher np the river the Keyes ranch 
was reached, about which the Keyes mining 
suit was brought. The place contains 800 
acres. The party drove across it, and the 
marks of interest were pointed out. The en­ 
tire tract, with the exception of not to ex­ 
ceed eighty acres in a high point where there 
was rea land, was shown to be covered part 
with sand and the remainder with baked 
and cracked slickens to a depth of 
from one to eighteen feet. This ranch, said 
Mr. Chandler, would be worth to-day $75,­ 
000 if it was as good as at oue time, and was 
not threatened with destruction. A halt was 
made at tbe former residence, which is a 
large two-story white honse, with green 
blinds, and surrounded with trees. It has 
long since been abandoned. It was stated 
that it was raised at one time four feet and 
again six feet, and finally became surrounded 
and was given np. 
“ That brick cellar, 
which is now covered up to within two feet 
of the eaves, and stands near the honse,” said 
a neighbor, “ had walls ten feet high before 
the slickens came here.” Comment was made 
by the committee about the extreme appear­ 
ance of desolation about each place, which is 
stated to have once been so fine, when a 
member remarked that it was “ Paradise 
lost.” 
THE BREWER FARM. 
The Dext ranch above belonged to Thomas 
Brewer, He states that it contained 2,200 
acres of land, but that now 1,300 acres is to­ 
tally destroyed, and the best of it, near tbe 
river, is twenty-two feet under the debris. 


He first resided, he said, near the river; then 
moved back to the bench land, and now hag 
had to go back over a mile from his first 
home and hpon the high redlands. As a 
matter showing the nature of real slickens, 
it was related that his young son sometime 
Btnce became an expert at caichiog ducks, by 
findiug that they were decoyed to light upon 
tne soft sb.ckens by moonlight, under the im­ 
pression that it was water, and bv shooting 
or scaring them suddenly when they had thus 
lighted, they would in their fright stick their 
wings in the sticky mass and become unable 
to move. 
This statement and the new 
method of ducking was authenticated and 
recommended. 
A mile or two further up the river a brick 
school-house was pointed out, which had 
been torn down aud removed back to the up­ 
lands two years ago from near the river, and 
its former location was covered ten feet. 
The party recrossed the river at the old 
Keropton crossing. While doing so the Tom 
Young ranch was passed, when attention was 
called to some Lombard poplars standing 
some distance away. It was said they were 
put there when a fine two-story house stood 
upou a high mound, but even the mound is 
now covered. There were other dwellings 
and quito a little village thire, but they are 
all gone long ago. .Just beyond the p iplars 
was a graveyard upon a high elevation of 
ground, but the tops of the headstones have 
now ail disappeared under the debris. Tufts 
of dry brush which were seen on the right 
were the dead tops of what used to be a fine, 
lull-bearing orchard, but now only tbe top 
limbs can be seen. 
THE BEAR RIVER CHANNEL. 
The committee were shown that the Bear 
river had left its old channel from being filled 
up, and had formed a new one about half a 
mile further on the south, over the slickens 
which now cover the redlands, aud that when 
there is considerable water about half the 
volume runs in another new channel, half a 
mile still further south. The hight of the 
river bed at the railroad station, it was 
stated, was found by the railroad engineer. 
Geo. Holland, to be about six feet above the 
streets of Wheatland, about half a mile dis­ 
tant.The party took a late dinner at Wheatland, 
and returned to Marysville on the train. 
A rCBLIC MEETING 
Was held last evening in the City Hall, 
Mayor Stone presiding. He introduced W. 
II. Parks to tbe audience, who made a 
lengthy speech, in which he sustained the 
plan contained in the Drainage Act, and 
claimed that it would have been successful 
under the proper expenditure of a sufficient 
amount of money, and saved the present re­ 
course to ¡aw ; hut that it would require 
many millions of dollars. He did mot b - 
lieve that tho stopping of the hydraulic 
mines would effect a complete remedy. He 
claimed that the debiis could still bs im­ 
pounded in the canyons, The rivers, he 
thought, would not correct themselves. The 
bay of San Francisc >, he said, was in no dan­ 
ger, and would net fill to the thickness of a 
tissue paper in a century. 
To-morrow the committee will visit paints 
in the vicinity of Marysville during the fore­ 
noon, go to Oroviile by train in the afier- 
noon, and return in the evening. 


MINING MENTION. 
Large quantities of custom ores are daily 
being delivered at the reduction works in 
Eureka. 
It is again reported that a large body of 
ore has been encountered in the Eberhardt 
mine, st White Pine. 
A rich gold find has been discovered in 
the Pinal Mountains, Arizona. 
Assays 
give $1,700 to the ton. 
The mining interests of West Point and 
vicinity were never in such a flourishing 
condition as they are at the present time. 
[Calaveras Chronicle. 
Prospectors are at work up Santa Fe can­ 
yon. The canyon gives evidence of being 
rich in minerals, aud will some day doubt­ 
less give rise to a thrifty mining camp. 
Already some promising prospects have 
been made.—[New Mexican News. 
From reliable sources we learn that ore 
of a better quality than any yet found in 
the tunnel was struck yesterday, and there 
is no longer any doubt but that the man­ 
agement have a mine. About tw’cnty tons 
of ore are now at the Eureka Con. await­ 
ing reduction.—[Eureka Leader, 12th. 
Emmors it Jor. s, of Lovelock, on the 
Central 1’arific, h.. I- an antimony mine 
about twenty-four miles east of that sta­ 
tion, on the eastern slope of the lower 
Humboldt range. There is said to be large 
quantities of the ore in sight, and Saa 
Francisco men liava been examining it, 
with a view of purchasing the property. 
The vein in quartz found in the Sutro 
tunnel east of tho Yellow Jacket shaft has 
been drifted on north over 100 feet. An­ 
other crosscut will soon be made in the 
vein and the development prospected both 
downward and upward. It is thought what 
has been found is the bottom of the ore 
body. 
M. C. Taylor and John Johnston own a 
gold mine not far from Taylor’s iron mine, 
about fifteen miles below Grass Valley, 
which gives promise of developing into a 
fine property'. Their incline is d o w down 
forty-five feet, and the ledge shows a width 
or about four feet. The vein material is a 
sort of conglomerate of quartz, galena and 
talc. It shows no free gold, but plenty of 
good sulphurets.—[Grass Valley Union. 
Extensive outcroppings of iron ore (red 
hemstite) have been developed on the rauch 
of J. Lancaster, about four miles in from 
the coast, near Timber Cove. The mine 
has been prospected by C. W ilsoD , of San 
Francisco, in the interest of San Francisco 
capitalists, who, we believe, have opened 
negotiations for the purchase of the same. 
The main vein runs from east to west, and 
is situated in range 13 west, Mt. Diablo 
meridian. 
From present prospects it 
would seem that Mr. Lancaster has 
“ struck it rich.’’—[Sonoma Democrat. 
The Downieville Mtstengtr says : Sixty- 
six ounces of nuggets were taken from the 
Bald Mountain Extension mine at Forest 
City last week, althougn but four men are 
breasting on account of impnre air. In 
three weeks, when new air-pipe is laid in 
the main tunnel, Superintendent Lawry 
says that he can pnt on at least fifty men. 
The total yield of the mine since the first 
prospect, has been $7,000. The ontlook is 
now that no more assessments will be levied. 
Up to Tuesday night, thirty-one ounces 
were taken out. 
On Tuesday last negotiations were con­ 
summated which resulted in the consolida­ 
tion of two of the most valuable and pro­ 
ductive mines in the Good Hope District, 
and in fact in that portion of E,ko county. 
The exterior lines of the Buckeye lode and 
the Ohio were parallel, but the trend of 
the vein of the Ohio was found to be ap­ 
proaching the Bnckeve. The owners of 
both claims were the same, bat had une­ 
qual interests. They wisely concluded to 
consolidate, and the two claims, Ohio and 
Buckeye, will now be known as the Con­ 
solidated Ohio.—[Elko Independent 
During the last week work has been 
prosecuted on/the shaft of the Diltz mine, 
which, from the month of the shaft, is now 
about 75 feet deep. The bottom of the 
shaft has developed a larger body of ore 
than was really looked for by Mr. Diltz, 
and the last blast made on Thursday even­ 
ing of this week has developed a bonanza 
highly encouraging to everyone interested. 
The last discovery shows most conclusively 
that the main lead of ore which has been the 
principal feeder for all this section lies in 
the course of the shaft and level running 
northerly. Althongh Mr. Diltz works but 
s limited force of men upon his mine, every 
week as he progresses shows the perma­ 
nency and richness of the mine.—[Mari­ 
posa Gazette. 
As some wild and exaggerated reports 
have been going aronnd lately concerning 
alleged rich developments in tbe tnnnel 
now being run through Murphy’s ridge, by 
James Morgan, it may be well to state the 
facts as near as we can get them. The 
header has not encountered any large, well 
defined body of quartz—nothing that ap­ 
proximates to a ledge, A number of small 
stringers have been cnt, which prospect 
well. Even at the depth frcm the snrface 
at which thi tunnel penetrates the ridge, 
the formation is very much broken up. 
Tbe belief is nnshaken that a rich gold- 
bearing ledge remains bidden in the ridge, 
and with tbe present energetic manage­ 
ment, the search will likely be continued 
until it is found.—[Amador Ledger.

MAHONE AND GORHAM. 
It is said that Mahone insists upon the 
election of George Gorham as Secretary of 
the Senate, and that though this step is 
extremely distasteful to several Senators, 
they will take it rather than quarrel with 
the Virginia demagogue. The fact is that 
the Mahone episode from first to last has 
been most discreditable to the Republican 
members of the Senate. No partisan ad­ 
vantage to be gained through the affiliation 
of that shameless champion of repudiation 
can offset the loss of public esteem which 
is inseparable from the adoption of such a 
policy. 
Desperate attempts have been 
made to persuade the country that Ma- 
hone’s repudiation is in some way a harm­ 
less kind, but all these endeavors are 
useless. The man Btands Eqnarely and 
unmistakably upon a platform of naked 
fraud aud open chicanery, and in embrac­ 
ing him the Republican Senators must 
swallow that. Never was the depraving 
power of faction more startliagly illus­ 
trated than in this case. We see here the 
representatives of a party which is pledged 
to honest finance above all else, coolly 
abandoning that honorable position, and 
as coolly adopting the very opposite one, 
for no other purpose than to secure 
some petty and thoroughly contempt­ 
ible partisan advantage. And Mahone 
is

one iota of the degradation they have sub 
mitted to. lie will force them to accept 
Gorham a3 their Secretary. He will, that 
is to say, force them to accept a man who 
is notoriously unfit for any honorable 
office ; who is branded with the ignominy 
of association with the star route thieves ; 
who nas rendered himself justly odious to 
the country by his ruffianly attacks upon 
President Garfield while the latter lay dy­ 
ing. The Republican Senators ought to 
understand that in this Mahone affair they 
have already strained their relations with 
the rank-and-file of the party, and that if 
they are infatuated and weak enough to 
yield to the Gorham proposition they will 
have done much toward the production of 
a schism which will wreck the party 
hopelessly. There never was a worse time 
for any display of the more revolting 
phases of partisanship. The “ stalwarts ” 
must step warily if they expect to avoid 
pitfalls. They assuredly must not calcu­ 
late at all upon the further forbearance of 
the masses of the party, in the face of any 
offensive manifestation of their peculiar 
tenets.

TEE A TTORNEY-GSNERAL’S DEFENSE. 


We publish this morning a letter from 
the Attorney-General in reply to car recent 
commentson his proposed attempt to recox er 
the moneys paid out of the State Treasury 
under the Drainage Act. The Attomey- 
General takes the position that he has no 
option in the premises, because, as he 
holds, the Drainage Act, having been ad­ 
judged unconstitutional, was void from the 
beginning. In support of this position he 
cites Judge Cooley, as follows : “ When 
“ a statute is adjudged unconstitutional it 
“ is as if it had never been. * * * It 
“ constitutes a protection to r.o one who 
“ has acted under it. It is to be regarded 
“ as hiving never at any time been pos­ 
sessed of any legal force.” While we 
do not admit that thi3 view of the case is 
deserving of unqualified acceptance, seeing 
that there are judicial decisions of record 
which traverse it completely (notably one 
of the Supreme Court of Texas, which we 
hive not had time to search out); yet for 
the purpose of argument we will accept 
this position, and we will endeavor to show 
that even on grounds of hi3 own selection 
the Attorney-General is not justified in 
proceeding for the recovery of this money 
against the parties who drew it on the 
Drainage Act accounts. We must ask the 
Attorney-General to go with us in a 
review of the implications of the theory he 
propounds. That theory is that the Drain­ 
age Act was void ad inltis. This means 
that from a legil standpoint there never 
was such a statute as the one referred to. 
If this be the case it follows that no legal 
steps were taken under the spurious Act. 
There was then no levy of a tax under it. 
If money was paid by the people it could 
not have been a tax. It must have been 
a voluntary contribution. Aud in like 
manner every other act had under the law- 
must have been voluntary. There beiDg 
no law in existence, all the so-called action 
under it is reduced into chaos. It will 
not do to say that there was an unlawful 
tax levy. There was no tax levy at all. 
If in very truth the Drainage Act is to be 
regarded a3 if it had never been, it is 
necessary to dismiss every shadow of pre­ 
tense that auy thing was done under it. 
The Attorney-General cannot hold that it 
was enough of a law for one purpose, aud 
not enough of a law for another purpose. 
If it is as though it had never been, it is 
perfectly clear that no basis for farther 
proceedings in regard to it can exist. In 
annihilating the law, all that was supposed 
to have been done under the law is annihi­ 
lated also. Thus we must conclude that 
the Legislature did not enact such a law ; 
that the Governor did not sign i t ; that no 
tax was collected under it ; that no con­ 
tracts were entered into under it ; that no 
work was done by contractors under i t ; 
that no warrants were drawn by the Con­ 
troller under it; and that no money was 
paid out by the Treasurer under it. Of 
course everybody knows that in point of 
fact ell these steps were taken. But the 
law cannot take cognizance of them, be­ 
cause, as the Attorney-General points out, 
the Drainage Act really never had an 
existence. How then can that officer be 
justified in instituting proceedings against 
tfce citizens who cashed the warrants ? 
From ilia point of view there never were 
any warrants, aud therefore nobody 
could have cashed them. And if no con­ 
tracts could have been entered into 
under the Act, it follows that no contracts 
were entered into ; and no work was done ; 
aud no money' was paid for the work. If 
we are to accept the annihilation theory 
we prefer to have it without illegitimate 
and capricious exceptions and conditions. 
It would seem clear, from the Attorney- 
Gencral’s standpoint-, that the only really 
responsible party- in thi» business is the 
State Treasurer. 
The people chose to 
volunteer contributions to what was 
called for the sake of distinction the Drain­ 
age Fund. 
Tjiere was no compulsion. 
There was no legislation providing for tax­ 
ation. 
This money was obviously vol­ 
unteered. 
If any wrong was done it 
was done by the State Treasurer. He 
secni3 to have given away this money, for 
he had no authority for paying it out. 
I t is therefore to him aud his bondsmen 
that the Attorney-General should look if 
there is to be any question of suits for the 
recovery of the money. 
The Attorney-General thinks he had no 
discretion in the matter. We are so un­ 
fortunate as to differ from him on that 
point. We think that from his own stand­ 
point he is not warranted in undertaking 
these proceedings. But we do not accept 
his standpoint as the right one. As we 
have remarked above, the validity of 
contracts entered into under an unconstitu­ 
tional law has been maintained by at least 
one State Supreme Court, and there can, 
we submit, be no question that all the 
equities are on the side of that position. 
We do not for a moment doubt the zeal 
and good faith of the Attorney-General. 
We are convinced that he is doing what he 
believes to be his duty. But we must in­ 
sist upou our belief that he ha3 taken an 
erroneous view of his obligations, and one in 
which we are satisfied the Courts will not 
uphold him. Patting aside all technical and 
sophistical argument, it is certain that con­ 
tracts were made in good faith under the 
Drainage Act, and that the money paid out 
washonestly earned. And because these facts 
are beyond controversy wo believe that no 
Court will refuse to protect those who are 
sought to be victimized under the plea of 
the invalidity of the law. We have al­ 
ready shown how mischievous would be 
the consequences of such a construction 
as the Attorney-General has put upon the 
matter, and it is not to be denied that 
evil and not good to the State would result 
from the success of his proceedings. But 
are think we have shown that even from 
his own standpoint he is without justifica­ 
tion for these suits, and that consequently 
he is in contravention of some law, and of 
all equity. 


PRECIPITATING 3HING3. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


It is rumored that the Lind Leagues are 
about to proclaim a general strike against 
rent. If they do this it will have the effect 
of precipitating a crisi3, for it will throw the 
whole country into a state ot anarchy. 
That is, of course, provided the policy of 
the League is adopted by the people, and 
this is by no means a sure sequence. For 
while the Leaguers have made a great deal 
of noise, and while Boycotting has produced 
a good deal of terrorism, it does not follow 
that a proposition, which at one blow cuts 
the ground not only from under the land­ 
lords’ but from under the tenant farmers, 
would be adopted. In effect this is a di­ 
rect bid for the support of the laborer 
class, but whether it will succeed remains 
to be seen. If resort to Boycotting can be 
prevented, the strong probability is that 
the new move will fail to gain the assent 
of the majority of the Irish people. As 
Henry George is now on his way to Ireland 
to preach confiscation, however, perhaps 
he may convert the whole nation to his 
unique and peculiar ideas on the subject of 
the ownership of land.

Hancock is reported to be not in 
the best of humor, and he has not shown 
himself much ab >ut the camp. 
A squad of Richmond policemen raided 
the gambling places and captured the rou­ 
lette wheels and faro chips. 
Y o bk to w n, October 19th.—At 11 o’clock 
to-day Blaine and the French and German 
delegations, in full uniform, arrived at Li- 
fayette Hall, the band playing appropriate 
airs as they entered. The Senators, Con­ 
gressmen and military officers greeted them. 
The President exchaaged courtesies with 
them, and the whole party started for the 
grand stand amid cheers. General Sher­ 
man and staff and Hancock and staff were 
heartily cheered also. Bishop Harris opened 
with a prayer for France and the United 
States, and asked God’s blessing on al. 
crowned heads. 
The Baltimore choru3 sang Poindexter’s 
Centennial Hymn. 
REMARKS OP THE PRESIDENT. 
President Arthur then spoke as follows, 
being introduced by Secretary Blaine : 
Upon this soil, 100 years ago, our forefathers 
brought to a successful issue their glorious struggle 
for independence. Here and then was established, 
and, as we trust, made secure, upon this Continent 
for ages vet to come, that principle of government 
which is the very fiber of our political Eystem—the 
sovereignty of the people. The resentments which 
attende'd ¿id for a time survived the clash of arms 
have long since ceased to animate our hearts. It 
is with no feeling of exultation over a defeated 
foe that to day we summon up a remembrance 
of these events We have made holy ground 
whereon we 
tread. 
Surely no 
unwortby 
seutiment could tind harbor in our hearts. Wo are 
profoundly thrilled with tho expression of sorrow 
and sympathy which our national bereavement has 
evoked from the ueople of England and their 
august sovereign; but it is altogether fitting that 
we gather here to refresh our souls with the con­ 
templation of the unfaltering patriotism, the steady 
Zealand tho sublime faith which achieved the remits 
we now commemorate. So, if wc learu aright 
the lesson of the hour, shall we be ine ted to 
transmit to the generat or! which shall follow us 
the precious legacy which our fathers left to us— 
the love of liberty, protected by law. Of that his­ 
toric scene, which we here celebrate, no feature is 
more prominent, and none more touching, than the 
participation of our gallant allies from acrois the 
eeas. It wa3 their presence which gave fresh and 
vigorous impulse to the hopes of our countrymen 
when well nigh disheartened by a long series of dis 
asters. You have a right to share with us the asso­ 
ciations which cluster about the day when your 
fathers fought side by side with our fathers in a 
cause which was here crowned with success, and 
none of the memories awakened by thisjanniversary 
are more grateful to us all than the reflection that 
the national friendships, here so closely cemented, 
have withstood the mutations of a changeful cen­ 
tury. God grant, my countrymen, that they may 
ever remain unshaken, and that ever henceforth, 
with ourselves and with all nations of the earth, we 
may be at peace. 
The President was not interrupted during 
the delivery of his address, but there was 
great enthusiasm at its close. 
Max Outrey then, in behalf of the French 
delegation, was introduced by Secretary 
Blaine, and delivered an address. 
y£Marquis de Rochambeau then made a 
graceful speech in French. 
The "Centennial Ode” was then sung by 
the chorus. 
Harrison Millard, of New York, sang 
“God Save Our President from Harm,” with 
good effect. 
Robert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts, 
than delivered an oration, which was listened 
to with great interest, and at its conclusion 
was loudly cheered, the band playing "The 
Star Spangled Banner.” 
James Baron Hops, of Virginia, then read 
a centennial poem. 
Secretary Blaine read an order signed by 
President Arthur, directing that in recogni­ 
tion of the happy relations between Great 
Britain and tho United States, andas a mark 
of America’s profound respect for hergracious 
Majesty, the British flag be saluted at the 
conclusion of these ceremonies by the army 
and navy of the United States. 
Baron Steuben, in German, made an ap­ 
propriate speech, which was loudly ap­ 
plauded. There were vociferous cheers for 
the distinguished guests of the nation. 
Secretary Blaine acted as master of cere­ 
monies. The reception lasted about half an 
hour. 
Music concluded the ceremonies. 
About 4,000 people were present on the 
stand. The day wt¿3 quite comfortable. 
General L*dlow, of New Jersey, and his 
staff, arrived this morning; also the Penn­ 
sylvania troops, accompanied by Governor 
Iloyt and General liirtranft. 
Among those who shook hands with the 
President was the widow of President Tyler. 
All tba guests now go to their respective 
ships. 
A M ost H o rrib le C rim e . 
C hicago , October 19tb.—The Republican's 
Longview (Tex.) special says: Tho most 
horrible crime ever committed in this part 
of Texas was perpetrated last Wednesday 
near Brickvilla by a family of negroes named 
White. A family named Sloan had recently 
moved into the neighborhood to pick cotton 
on the farm of a Mr. Hill. A dispute arose 
between the Sloans and a negro, Bum White, 
because of an accusation by Bam that the 
Sloan children had been grabbing peanuts 
from the hills of Lam’s patch. Bum went 
to the house of Sloan Tuesday, and wanted to 
whip the children, bnt was prevented by 
Mrs. Sloan and her daughter, about 15 years 
of age. For this he swore vengeance, and 
the next morning, upon a plea that she would 
show her where some fine musoatines were, 
tbe wife of Lam enticed thegirl to a deep ra­ 
vine where Lum was in waiting. While his 
wife held the girl Bum outraged her, and 
then using his pocket-knife cut her bowels 
opon both lengthwise and crosswise, delib­ 
erately cutting iff pieces of entrails 
as they protruded, and scattering the 
fragments far and 
near. 
He then 
cut the girl’s throat from ear to ear and left 
her body where found. At the inquest the 
woman confessed all the details, when a young 
man named Hart, incensed at this cool recital 
of fiendish brutality, shot the negro man 
fiend. The wife of Bum and an old negro 
who lived w'th them were started on their 
way to Carthage, but a crowd of men met 
the escort and took the prisoners and shot 
them.

Has the Attorney-General Discretlaiiary 
Power ? 


E ds. R ecord-U nion : 
In yonr issue of 
the 14th inst. you addreE3ed an editorial to 
" M r. 
A ttorney-General,” in 
which you 
undertook to demonstrate th at he made a 
mistake in “ proposing” to institute proceed­ 
ings for the recovery of the money paid from 
the State Treasury under the sc-called Drain­ 
age A ct. 
I t is not m y custom, M r. Editor, to permit 
myself to be drawn into public print by the 
hostile criticisms of thcsa who are unfriendly 
to me, but in this instance it se3ins to me 
th at the character of your article was such 
th at it could only operate to influence the 
popular mind against what I conceive to be 
an undoubted official duty, and, in deference 
to the opinions of those who have placed me 
in my present position, I beg leave to be per­ 
m itted to state through your paper the posi­ 
tion which I have been compelled to take 
upon this im portant question. 
I am fully aware, M r. Editor, th st it has 
not been your custom to publish reckless and 
extravagant a»sertionsin the R ecord-LTnion, 
but in the editorial to which I have made 
reference, yonr discussion of the question in­ 
volved demonstrates an utter misconception 
of the law which governs the A ttorney-Gen­ 
eral in the performance of his official duties, 
and of the nature of the fuuetiors which that 
officer is permitted to exercise. I t is unneces­ 
sary, Mr. Editor, for me to seek to sustain my 
original opinion as to the constitutionality of 
the Act. 
I t is sufficient here for me to say 
that, as an original proposition, it always has 
been, and now is, my opinion, th at the so- 
called Drainage A ct does not violate any pro­ 
vision of the Constitution, and that in this 
opinion I have the concurrence of M r. Ju s­ 
tice Sharpstein, whom I recognize as the peer 
of any of bis associates oa the Supreme 
bench, and of all the distinguished lawyers 
with whom I have conversed since the ques­ 
tion was first ditcuseed. 
I am also pleased to 
be able to inform you, M r. Editor, that this 
opinion is not, in any respect, based upon any 
friendship for the eystem attem pted to be 
established by the Act, for it is a fact known 
to all who conversed with me upon tho sub­ 
ject th at I was always opposed to its pa-eage, 
and after its passage was in favor i f its re­ 
peal. 
U nfortunately for my opinion, how­ 
ever, and for the position which you have 
assumed in t-he m atter, the decision cf the 
Supreme Court po.se/sea the force of law, 
and it becomes necessary for us to accept as 
unconstitutional all acts which th at tribunal 
determines to be so. 
T hat Court having af­ 
firmed the unconstitutionally of the so-called 
Drainage Act, it only remains for us to ascer­ 
tain the consequences which m ust follow tho 
decision, and among other things what ere the 
consequent duties of the Attorney-General. 
As to the propriety of publishing an edito­ 
rial such as the oue to which reference has 
been herein made, you, Mr. Editor, m ust be 
considered the most competent judge. 
That 
it was addressed to an officer whose duties 
arc already defined by law, would make it 
clearly permissible, if it bad contained an 
unimpassioned argument upon the principles 
which should control him in his official con­ 
duct ; but if it contained a specious character 
of reasoning, not suitable to be addressed to 
the judicial mind, coupled with odious com­ 
parisons intended to improperly embarrass 
an officer in the performance of a duty clearly 
enjoined by law, its purpose must be con­ 
sidered 
to 
have 
been illegal, 
and its 
effect, if any, simply outrageous. 
Y our own 
good sense, M r. Editor, teaches you th at an 
officer must act upon his own judgm ent iu 
order to satisfy his official conscience ; and if, 
in this instance, it is the plain duty of the 
Attorney-General to institute the proceedings 
named in your editorial, it is to be hoped 
that, whatever the consequences, the per­ 
formance of th at duty will meet with your 
hearty approval. 
I t would afford me the 
greatest pleasure to be able to conscientiously 
avoid this unpleasant d u ty ; and if there be any 
nerson, not excepting your learned eelf, Mr. 
Editor, who can point out to ma, in any book 
of law, anything th at authorizes, or even per­ 
mits, a person occupying the position of 
A ttorney Genera! to exercise his discretionary 
powers in m atters of this nature, I am free to 
say th at I will cheerfully exercise those pow­ 
ers in favor cf thrse who, in good faith, 
have expended time and money under the 
said Act of the L egislature; but until such 
authoiity Í3 shown, to ask ma to do otherwise 
than enforce the law in this instance, Í3 to 
ask me to wink at the unlawful payment cf 
the public funds, and this, Mr. Editor, no 
severity of criticism cm induce or coerce me 
to do. 
_ 
B ut you say, Mr. Editor, th at in proposing 
to commence these actions, “ Mr. Attorney- 
General appears to introduce to all such deal­ 
ings the objectionable and immoral principle 
th at cheating is permissible, or even obliga­ 
tory.” 
Perm it me, Mr. Editor, to assure you 
that in the c ne sentence above quoted you 
have demonstrated either a disingeaiousness 
t'oat is not at all complimentary to your usu­ 
ally candid journal, or else an utter Ignorance 
as to the nature or the Attorney-General’s 
duties. 
I t must not be forgotten, Mr. E di­ 
tor, th at tho political powers of the Govern­ 
m ent are not vested in the Attorney-General, 
and the policy of a State, whether honest or 
dishonest, 
is 
“ introduced,” 
not 
by 
executive, 
but 
by 
legislative 
of­ 
ficers ; it is to be 
found in 
the Con­ 
stitution 
and 
the 
law?, 
and 
whether 
th at policy be honest or not, the laws must 
be enforced by those who are sworn to exe 
cute them. 
The Attorney-General is power 
leas whenever he seeks to do more than ask 
for the enforcement of the law, and if that 
law, when enforced, operates unjustly, it 
would then be in order for you, M r. Editor, 
to visit your criticisms upon those who made 
the law. 
_ 
_ 
W hen you charge me with “ introducing' 
immorality iDto the State’s policy, I am 
3gain reminded th at the morals of a State are 
determined by its policy, and th at its policy, 
in turn, finds it3 source iu the people who 
draft it3 Constitution and frame its laws. To 
illustrate, M r. E ditor: The commencement 
of the threatened proceedings car. avaii noth­ 
ing unless the law commands th at the money 
be repaid, because, if such -be not the com­ 
mand of the law, the action m ust fail. 
B ut. M r. Editor, the very policy which 
you have characterized as being dishonest, 
has been adopted in Section 32 of Article 4 of 
the Constitution, as a part of the settled poli­ 
cy of the State. 
By that provision the Leg­ 
islature itself—a body possessing great polit­ 
ical powers—is expressly prohibited from au­ 
thorizing the payment out of the State Treas­ 
ury of claims such a3 those which it is the in­ 
tention of the Attorney-General to endeavor 
to recover. 
I shall not charge you. Mr. 
Editor, with disloyalty because of the attack 
you have thus inadvertently mode upon the 
principles which our Constitution affirms to 
be just, but shali content myself with calling 
your attention to the tact. 
Independently 
of this provision of the Constitution, Mr. 
Editor, I beg leave respectfully to call your 
attention to the fact th at in the case of The 
People vs. Parks, recently decided by our 
Supreme Court, the so-called Drainage Act 
was held to be unconstitutional, and it is m-t 
true, as you seem to suppose, th at an uncon­ 
stitutional A ct is valid until it is held to be 
void. 
W ithin the lim it of i's constitutional 
power the Legislature may act, but when it 
transcends that lim it its act is void ab initio. 
Judge Cooley says : “ W hen a statute is ad­ 
judged to be unconstitutional it is as if it had 
never beeD. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
I t constitutes a 
protection to no one who has acted under it. 
It is to ba regarded as having never at any 
time been possessed of any legal force.” 
We, therefore, are to consider this question 
as if the A ct had never fceen passed. 
Fol­ 
lowing this view our own Supreme Court in 
the case of Doane et al. vs. W eil, decided 
October 6, 1881, refused to compel the Treas­ 
urer to pay w arrants i^rued tinder the so- 
called Drainage Act, th at were issued by the 
Controller before tho constitutionality of said 
Act was questioned, for work done in good 
faith by parties who supposed the said A ct 
to bs valid. 
Now, M r. Editor, will you be 
kind enough to point out to me the difference 
between Doane et al., who seek paym ent for 
work done in good faith under said Act, and 
those who have received payment for work 
done under the ssroe A ct and under the same 
circumstances ? W hat high moral principle, 
Mr. 
Editor, 
is 
there 
which 
would 
justify 
the State in 
refusing 
to pay 
those 
who 
have 
not 
beer 
paid and 
in permitting those who, under the same 
circumstances, have been paid, to retain the 
money? To a lawyer, Mr. E iito r, who has 
no discretionary power, but who is bound to 
enforce the law as he finds it, it would 
seem th a t if there is no law authorizing 
Doane k Co. to be raid, the payments made 
to other parties under the same circumstances 
were w ithout authority of law, and were 
therefore illegal. 
The principle which makes 
them illegal was established by the ¡Supreme 
Court, and is presumably in the Constitution. 
The principal, therefore, Mr. Editor, which 
yon denounce as immoral finds its source in the 
Supreme Court, or in the Constitution, and 
to those I respectfully ask you to point your 
criticisms. 
I 
object, 
Mr. 
Editor, 
to 
being 
made 
responsible 
for 
the prin­ 
ciples which either 
the Supreme Court 
or 
the 
Constitution 
establishes. 
The 
fault, if any, is in the law itself. 
W ith 
me it is sufficient th at the money has been il­ 
legally paid from the Treasury. 
M y duty 
follows as a necessary, unavoidable conse­ 
quence ; and that dntT, Mr. Editor, will be 
fully performed, whatever may be the re­ 
sult. 
I act the more freely, too, because 
of the

it should be determined th at my views are 
not well grounded the action commenced will 
be decided against me, and no serious harm 
will have been done.

H aliet has promised 
Villard to build 300 miles next year. 
Four 
thousand men, now at work on the road be­ 
tween here and the Cascades, will leave for 
Clark's Fork within a month. There pro­ 
mises to be some rivalry between the en­ 
gineers of the division working east and that 
coming west in ths amount of work to be 
executed, as shown between the Central and 
Union Pacific in 1868 and 1869.
